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ANNUAL REPORT. 

TDEPORT of the Council to be presented to 

V the Members at the Twenty-fifth Annual 
Meeting to be held in the County Hall, 
Canterbury, on Saturday, 18th May, 7929, 
at 3 p.m. 

The Council is confident that Members will 
find no cause for dissatisfaction with the work 
that has been done, and the progress made 
during 1928 The sole matters for regret are 
the unusually long list of friends who have 
passed away ; a slowing down in the introduction 
of new members; and the disclosure as to in¬ 
adequate depreciation of Stock in past years, 
which is dealt with under “Book Sales”. 

Obituary. —Among the friends lost to our¬ 
selves and the Movement during the past year 
is Dr. J. C. O’Connor, who, as a student, became 
interested in the first brochure by Dr. Zamenhof, 
and subsequently wrote the first text-book pub¬ 
lished in this country: also Sir Ebenezer 
Howard, the pioneer and apostle of the Garden 
City Movement. Others are:—Dr. C. H. 
Ashton, L. R. H. Ching, Mrs. Dove, E. J. 
Goodale, W, j. Goodwin, J. M. Geldert, K.C., 
W. Haynes, A. Harris, H. J. Horseman, Dr. 
C. H. Langford, Frank Mason, R. H. Moody, 
Mrs. E. J. Mach in, Miss L. Milner, Mrs. 
Murgatroyd, Mrs. H. G. Philip, Miss A. S. 
Shapley, Miss G. Sherris, A.E.Styler, J.Viliesid. 

To the relatives of these friends, and to their 
intimate co-workers in the Cause, the Council 
tenders sincerest sympathy. 

Our President. —Probably the most note¬ 
worthy event of the year has been the election of 
our President to the presidency of the Internacia 
Centra Komitato, the highest honour possible 
in the Movement. In offering him heartiest 
congratulations, the Council would repeat the 
wish (in itself apparently containing some 
prophetic significance!) which concluded the 
Address handed to him on his marriage— 

“ Longa kaj Sana Vivo, Plena je Ĝojo de 

PLUA LaBORO POR NlA ASOCIO kaj la Tut a 
Homaro ” / May the smooth and uninterrupted 
progress of our Association spare him ample 
energy for his wider responsibilities ! 


Office. —No change has occurred in the 
Staff during the past year; and the office work, 
as previously, has been carried out with a 
real desire to advantage the Cause, and with 
characteristic promptitude and thoroughness. 


Articles of Association.— After full con¬ 
sideration by a Committee ad hoc, the Executive, 
and Council; the Articles were, in November, 
amended with regard to the affiliation and 
representation of Federations and Groups, and 


the presentation of proxies at meetings. The 
grade of “Associate Member”, which had proved 
valueless, was abolished, and that of “junior 
Member”, for those under 18 years of age, was 
established. 

Office Statistics.- -Circulars dispatched, 
6238; Letters received, 17,425; Letters sent, 
24,221 ; Press Cuttings received, 1,050: (the last 

three items show increases: the cuttings nearly 
24%): New Works listed in “The British 
Esperantist,” 171. 

Membership.— On 31st December, 1928. 
Fellows, 140; Members, 1,390; Junior Membeis, 
3; Life Members. 21; Life Fellows, 12; 
Honorary Fellows, 4; Total 1,569. Groups, 
95; Federations, 11. 

It is an excellent sign of the times that among 
the members of the professorial class included 
in the above numbers, there has been recently 
included the name of Sir Oliver Lodge. 

Finance. —The increase in expenditure as 
compared with last year will be seen to be largely 
due to propaganda items—Postages and Pub¬ 
licity—and to a sum set aside to form a Premises 
Fund to meet possible future needs. The 
increase in the Salary item is an essential result 
of retaining an experienced staff, and must be 
taken to represent excellent value. 

It will be seen that—after consultation with 
our Auditor—two changes have been made in 
the form of our Accounts. A “Trading Account ” 
has been added ; and the Capital Account and 
Revenue Account, instead of appearing on 
opposite sides of the Balance Sheet, are now 
combined to show more clearly the state of the 
Association’s Finances. To the balance shown, 
/"201 : 19 : 1, must of course be added the 
/*268 : 3 : 6 outstanding on Guarantee Fund. 

The Association owes a deep debt of gratitude 
to our Guarantors, who, year after year, un¬ 
grudgingly and with a single thought to the 
advancement of the Cause, bear so great a share 
of our financial burden. 

Book Sales and Stock.— Our Sales were 

some /*70 higher than in the previous year, but 
owing to the writing down of the stock in hand 
the resulting profit is shown at a reduced figure. 

When our Business Manager was preparing 
the previous Statements of Account he had a 
strong conviction, which, however, his then short 
experience did not enable him fully to sub¬ 
stantiate, that the value of the book-stock should 
be substantially written down, and he did in fact 
then considerably reduce it. His further twelve- 
months’ experience in the individual saleability 
of the books now proves that for many past 
years the depreciation taken has been gravely 
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inadequate, and that consequently theassetsof the 
association have been correspondingly inflated. 
He is supported by our Secretary and Auditor 
in the view that, in order that the accounts shall 
more nearly correspond to the facts, the Stock 
should be written down to a marketable value, 
and with it the Capital Account in adjustment. 
The need for this is to be regretted, but it will 
have the advantage of putting the finances of 
the Association in truer perspective. Among 

the “ Best Sellers ” in 1928 were :—Keys 7,500, 
Esperanto Teacher 5,300, Esperanto for 
All, 5,250, Esperanto for Beginners 4,000, 
Dictionaries 2,078, Roston's Rapid Course 
1,150, Esperanto Manual 530, Luno de Izrael 
330, Pri la Origino de VHomo 274, Fundamenta 
Krestomatio 148, Dancu Marionetoj 87, Prozo 
Ridetanta 68. 

Subscriptions. —The income from this source 
increased by £\9. This is not in itself un¬ 
satisfactory, but in view of the reduction 
of the subscription to a rate which places 
membership within the reach of practically every 
Esperantist in the empire, it should have been 
easily possible for our members, and especially 
our Local Representatives, to secure a much 
greater accretion. 

The Council again draws the earnest attention 
of all interested in the Association to the 
necessity for unceasingly recruiting new mem¬ 
bers. Five shillings for the support of the 
work of so necessary an institution as a National 
Society for the British Empire, (it is admitted 
on all hands to be the backbone of the Esperanto 
Movement), and for the wide propaganda which 
it alone can carry out. seems but a small call 
upon the generosity of the earnest Esperantist. 
Members who take trouble to set the need 
before their acquaintances will certainly meet 
with success and gain the thanks of the Council 
and their fellow members. The Association’s 
slogan should be: “Two Thousand Members 
in 1929.” 


Publications Committee. —During the year 

a tenth edition of 6000 “ Esperanto for Begin¬ 
ners ” was published, and the last 5000 copies 
of the “Esperanto Teacher” were bound, and 500 
“Cox’s Commentaries” in limp cloth. Although 
the sale of the Committee’s books has been 
50% above that of 1927, it has been necessary, 
for the same reason as with the Association’s 
book-stock, to write down the stock value, 
thereby showing a deficit apparently on this 
year. In this case also, an adjustment of 
capital can only strengthen the financial position, 
which is at present highly satisfactory. 

“International Language.” —The editorial 


staff has been strengthened by the selection by 

the Editor, Mr. L. N. Newell,of Mr. Hugh Nicol, 
M.Sc., as Assistant, and this side of our venture 
goes well. The expenses have been lower, but 
unfortunately this had been more than counter¬ 
balanced by a diminution of income. Sales 
show a slight reduction for the year, but for the 
past few months they have been again on the 
up-grade, and so continue. As regards advertise¬ 
ments, further contracts have been entered into 
and are pending which will go far to restore this 
item, but the Council earnestly requests that 
members will seriously bear in mind the 
necessity of increasing the income from sales, 
and also will, whenever possible, influence 
advertisements for this, our most useful propa- 
gandilo, and as far as possible support the 
advertisers. 

Radio Committee. —This has been mainly a 

year of patient attentive waiting, which con¬ 
cluded with signs of greater chances and hopes. 
At the close of the year, the Committee had the 
pleasure of approving a talk to be given from 
Plymouth on January 8th, 1929, by Mr. R. 
W. J. Norton, Hon. Sec., S.W. Federation, and 
also of preparing a series of Esperanto lessons 
for fortnightly publication in the B.B.C. organ, 
“ World Radio.” These lessons were assured 
of at least a six months’ run, but no time limit is 
likely to be imposed if the public responds. It 
remainsfor British Esperantistsand sympathisers 
to support the Committee’s efforts by subscribing 
to “ World Radio,” and by writing to the editor 
aad to the B.B.C., so as finally to establish 
Esperanto in Radio in this country. This will 
be one of the greatest steps forward in the history 
of Esperanto. 

Examination Committee. —In comparison 

with the average number of candidates for B.E.A. 
Certificates during the ten years ended 31st 
December, 1928, (viz. 259) the total number in 
1928 (305) maybe considered fairly satisfactory. 
Many Groups, however, still fail to put forward 
candidates, and their attention is again directed 
to the desirability of arranging that, wherever 
class instruction has been given, examinations 
should be held at the end of the session. The 
knowledge that such examinations will be held 
will in itself do much to encourage earnest study. 

The results of the examinations in 1928 were 

as follows:— 

Preliminary. Distinction 49; Pass 101; 
Failed 53 ; Total 203. Last year 261. 

Advanced. Distinction 22; Pass 45; 
Failed 35; Total 102. Last year 63. 

Although the reduction as against the previous 
year under the “ Preliminary ” heading is re¬ 
grettable, the total (203) is still 22 above the 
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average on the ten years’ basis; while the 

“Advanced” total (102) is 24 in excess. 

Correspondence Course Committee. — 

Another twelvemonth of excellent work has 
been selfdenyingly done by our Honorary Tutors, 
for which they are cordially thanked. The post 
of Secretary, so long and so thoroughly filled by 
Mrs. Clayton, to whom the Association owes 
many thanks, has been accepted by the Rev. 
W. J. Downes, M.A., B.D., who is continuing 
the task with similar selfdevotion. In addition 
to this Committee there has been appointed a 

Press Tuition Committee. —The object of 

this newly-formed Committee is to develope the 
introduction of Esperanto Courses into journals 
and periodicals; a practical piece of propaganda 
which has already produced excellent results under 
the guidance of Mr. W. A. Gething and others. 

Library. —This has been enriched during the 
year by some 250 new volumes. 50 books and 
magazine sets have been bound. Three friends 
have subscribed forabadly-needednew'bookcase. 

No special funds are available for the upkeep 
of the library, which is largely dependent on the 
generosity of interested members. Donations 
of money or of suitable material, especially of 
rare Esperanto books and magazines, standard 
works of reference, any good books on language 
or allied topics, and postcard photos of members 
and groups will be appreciated. 

Newcastle Congress,— Mr. A. B. Fairbairn 

and his band of helpers may be heartily thanked 
for, and congratulated upon, their effective 
carrying through of the 19th British Congress. 
The locality was not sufficiently central to draw 
a very large attendance, but the kongresanaro 
was a fully representative one, and both business 
and pleasure w r ent well. 

Antwerp Caravan. —The Council desires to 
repeat the congratulations which it has already- 
expressed on behalf of the members to Mr. C. 
C. Goldsmith for his inception, and to him and 
his staff for the successful carrying out, of this 
by no means light and simple undertaking. It 
not only provided a great convenience and some 
economy to British congressists, but it also added 
a handsome sum to the Association’s exchequer. 
It is hoped that future similiar efforts may have 
equally satisfactory results. 

Exhibitions. —Among other propaganda 
efforts, the Office has taken active part in the 
arranging of Esperanto Stalls at exhibitions at 
Edinburgh, Birmingham, Portsmouth, and at the 
Educational Conference in London. The Sales 
at these have been satisfactory, and we are 
assured on all hands that the propaganda effect 
has been most useful. To the local Esperantists, 
whose participation has made these efforts 


possible, the Council offers its cordial thanks. 
“Esperanto Diary.’' —In its second year 

and improved form, this appears to be most 
acceptable, and its utility will no doubt make it 
a regularly looked-for friend to others besides 
Esperantists, and so spread our Cause. 

Agencies. —Other noteworthy events of the 
year are the formation of the Esperanto 
Publishing Co., Limited; and the publication 
of Professor Findlay’s records by' the Gregg 
Publishing Co., Ltd.:—the Association being 
appointed Sole Agent in both cases. 

Propaganda Motor-Car.— So much has been 

gained by the policy of personal contact and 
co-operation between Headquarters and Fed¬ 
erations and Groups, that it is proposed to 
employ a small commercial car for visiting tours 
to Federations, Groups, exhibitions and the like 
throughout the country. The first cost is being 
provided by the donations of w'ell-wishers, and 
it is believed that, by facilitating contact with 
booksellers and possible advertisers, the obtaining 
of new members, and in other ways, this may 
prove a paying propaganda. 

Congratulations. —During the year the 

example set by the President in the previous 
December has been followed by the Honorary 
Editor and the Honorary Treasurer. The Council 
congratulates Mr. and Mrs. L. N. Newell and 
Mr. and Mrs. C. A. Fairman, and w'ishes them 
every happiness. 

The Council once more has to put on record 
its high appreciation of the self-sacrificing 
propaganda w'ork carried on by Mr. M. C. Butler 
in and out of office hours, both by addressing 
meetings and in the Press : also of the thought 
and energy devoted by Mr. C. C. Goldsmith to 
his duties as Business Manager, and in the 
development of the Association’s work: also of 
the Staff, by whom these officers are so efficiently 
aided in all they undertake. 

The Council also desires to express hearty 
thanks to the Honorary Officers of the Associa¬ 
tion for their unfailing attention to the 
requirements of their respective posts, and more 
particularly' it feels it necessary to recognise 
the heavy responsibility and unceasing kibours 

so effectively borne by Mr. L. N. Newell as 
Honorary Editor of “ I.L.” 

The Council does not forget that the Associa¬ 
tion is also under a debt of gratitude to the 
members of the Executive, Examinations, 
Correspondence Course, Radio, and other 
Committees who engage—often at considerable 
sacrifice of other interests—in carrying out the 
Association’s -work : also to its energetic band of 
Local Representatives; and in great degree to 
all Federation and to many Group Officials. 
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In recording these thanks, which the Council 
does as representative of the members of the 
Association, it would emphasise to the members 
themselves, that actual reciprocity in labour is 
always a truer measure of thanks than is mere 
lip-service. The friends, whose self-dedication 
has been above recognised, do and will very flilly 
appreciate every effort made by individual private 
members in support of their labours. 

Every member has readv to hand, or can 
make, opportunities for recruiting new members, 
for increasing the sale of “ I.L. ”, for influencing 
advertisements thereto, and in other ways back¬ 
ing up the leaders. In an army which has such 
an uphill task before it as has ours, it is the 
enthusiastic co-operation of all units, and not the 
energetic leading of officers alone, which brings 
the success for which our Association has so 
long striven, and of the coming of which there 
are now so many happy indications. 


The above report was written by the Hon. 
Secretary, Mr. Robert Robertson, and contains 
no reference to the splendid services which he 
himself has rendered to the Association during 
the past year. The Council has therefore 
decided, by a special Minute, to add these few 
words as an expression of great appreciation 
of the work he has done and of the kindliness 
and courtesy he has shown in the discharge of 
his numerous duties.
